We have drawn 53 orders on the General Account, am- 
ounting to $5368 59, 5 orders on Lister’s Account amount- 
uig 177 76, 8 orders on Sidewalk Account amounting to 
$504 38, and 46 orders on Poor Account amounting to 
$1274 12, leaving a balance of over $1100 00 in the treas- 
ury to pay a bond when due. There is no decision in the 
Dorset-Batjes case yet. The license commissioners sent us a 
bill of $145 00 for rent and services for the past year, there 
having been no licenses granted ajnd no apparent duty to 
perform, we asked for an itemized statement and not re- 
ceiving a satisfactory explanation, declined the bill. The 
residents of North Pleasant street handed us a petition to 
open a new road from near Thos. McDowell’s house to the 
railroad crossing, so as to reduce the grade on the hill. We 
advertised for bids and awarded the contract to the V. M. 
Co. lor $500, with the old road bed, they waiving all land 
damages for the new road and building two stone culverts 
The poor expense is a little in excess of last year, the same 
being caused by the purchase of a horse for the farm, on' 
more inmate at the town house and more calls for outsi'

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School Directors’ Report 


To the taxpayers of West Rutland ; 

No. 30 of the Public Acts of 1902, as amended by the 
Acts of 1904, provides that $45,000*00 of the State School 
tax shall be refunded to towns and cities raising fifty cents 
or more on the Grand List for school purposes. We offer 
this in justification for asking fifty cents the present year. 

The building in district 21 has been thoroughly repair- 
ed and renovated* The rooms were caleimined and varnish- 
ed, the black-boards painted, the floors covered with a prep- 
aration for laying the dust, and new trackers laid on the 
halls and stairs* On the exterior, the roof and walls were 
repaired, and water conductors have been placed to prevent 
damage to the walls* The nuisance in the basement, so 
long a subject of complaint, has been abated, and the air in 
the rooms is no longer a menance to the health of the 
children. Repairs were made on the roof of the building in 
Dist. 7, and new desks provided in the First Primary room. 
This building is sadly in need of painting. The attention of 
of parents is directed to the provision now made in the High 
School for preparing graduates of the English Course to 
pass the teachers 1 examinations. Facilities are also to be 
provided for observation and practice teaching under the di- 
rection of the teachers. This will enable us in time to fill 
vacancies by choosing teachers from among the brightest 
and best equipped of our own graduates* The fire drill re- 
quired by law has been introduced into districts 7 and 21, 
The buildings are equipped, electrically, for this purpose* 
The drill is modelled after the one in use in the New York 
City schools. Three new teachers have been employed : 
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: - Agnes Copps, Miss Catherine O’Rourke and Miss 
Lutzie Brothers. They have been assigned to districts 7, 8- 
and • * . respectively. This report would be incomplete with- 
<> !t a word in commendation of the painstaking and con- 
tentious work of our teachers. We invite parents to 
I’ticss for themselves the good work they are doing, and 
t.. show sympathetic interest in their praiseworthy efforts 
in place of the unmerited, and sometimes unenlightened 
criticism which is too readily and too frequently bestowed. 
Parents with the true interest of their children at heart will 
refrain from interfering with or antagonizing the aims of 
teachers, for such conduct will certainly react upon them- 
selves by making their ehiidren less interested in their studies 
anti less" tractable both at school and at home. The building 
in district 21 is still overcrowded.

To the Directors and Citizens: 

Gentlemen: — 

I have visited your schools as the law stipulates once in 
each term. The outside districts, I have visited twice* 

These are so much harder having so many classes, some 
■ s s many as seven. Being located at both ends of the town, 
it would be a rather difficult undertaking to get them to- 
gether into a central building^ They have been well cared 
for under the circumstances. 1 would state here that it 
would be an advantage to these schools to supply them 
with small copy books on the Palmer system. For in my 
judgment it is almost impossible for any teacher to use the 
muscular movement with all the classes as taught in the 

grades, * 

The graded system of secular instruction as taught in 
our schools is the best in the world, I have seen it stated 
from good authority that our American teachers arc the 
best trained teachers in the world. But in technical training 
the Germans say they are ahead of us. The Palmer System 
has been introduced into our schools which 1 believe is the 
best for any young person going into business. Some ol our 
children are very fine writers. 

There have been some changes in our schools the last 
vear caused by the resignation of Miss Shangraw, which 
has been the cause of a good deal of criticism, though it sav- 
ed the town one teacher's salary.

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The town never had as good a board of directors as it 
as had this year. They have spent their time to serve you, 
and that without any recompense.

Your directors have 
the power to change the schools and also to send the chil- 
dren to any of these schools they think proper.

In my judgment, the most important thing that the 
fchool commissioners have done is so to place our sanitar\ r 
arrangements that three hundred fifty pupils and their 
teachers are delivered from the stupifving and unhygenic 
fames of sewer gas and stench. 

Some of the rooms in the building are so crowded that 
-,,od order, good teaching and the pupil’s best progress are 
a practical impossibility. More room must be had or the 
quality of our school must deteriorate.
